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A  SHORT  HISTORY  OF 

LANGDALE’S  DISTILLERY 


LANGD ALE’S  DISTILLERY  was  established 
on  Holborn  Hill  in  the  year  1745,  and  made 
such  rapid  strides  that  in  a  few  years  it  had 
become  one  of  the  principal  businesses  of  the 
metropolis.  Thirty-five  years  later  in  1780,  grave 
riots  broke  out  all  over  the  City  of  London,  being 
known  as  “The  Lord  Gordon  Riots,”  and  one  of 
the  most  dramatic  episodes  of  this  troublesome 
period  was  the  burning  and  total  destruction  of 
Langdale’s  Distillery  in  which  many  lives  were 
lost,  and  the  vast  buildings  and  the  contents 
valued  at  over  £100,000  were  burnt  to  the  ground. 
These  riots  led  by  Cosmo  George,  Duke  of 
Gordon,  and  followed  by  a  mob  of  100,000  people, 
were  the  outcome  of  inflammatory  speeches  made 
by  Protestant  leaders  against  the  Roman 
Catholics,  and  the  intolerance  of  both  parties 
brought  about  one  of  the  most  disgraceful  episodes 
that  have  happened  in  the  City  of  London.  The 
mob  on  the  King’s  Birthday,  surged  over 
the  bridges  and  quickly  set  fire  to  The 
Bridewell  and  Fleet  Prisons,  the  prisoners 
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escaping  and  joining  in  the  orgy  of  riot 
and  pillage.  All  suspected  of  having  Papist 
views  were  attacked  and  their  premises 
destroyed  ;  and  among  these  was  the  unfortunate 
proprietor  of  Langdale’s  Distillery.  The  Annual 
Register  of  1780,  gives  a  vivid  description  of  the 
destruction  and  sacking  of  the  distiller’s  property, 
the  mob  fighting  in  the  streets  to  obtain  the  potent 
Spirits  of  Wine  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
Essences.  Inflamed  by  the  spirit,  the  mob  went 
from  excess  to  excess,  and  destroyed  an  enormous 
amount  of  valuable  property  before  they  were 
finally  dispersed.  The  leader  of  this  unfortunate 
expedition  died  from  fever  in  Newgate  Jail  in 
1793,  after  wandering  about  an  outcast.  Charles 
Dickens  was  so  impressed  with  the  destruction  of 
the  Distillery  that  he  gives  a  graphic  account  of 
it  in  •;  Barnaby  Rudge.3’ 

Nearly  two  centuries  after  the  episodes  narrated 
above,  Langdale’s  Distillery  still  standspre-eminent 
in  the  manufacture  of  Flavourings  and  Medicinal 
Essences.  By  dint  of  hard  work  and  faithful 
attention  to  detail,  the  name  of  Langdale  has  been 
made  synonymous  with  Quality,  and  the  products 
of  the  Distillery  are  sent  far  and  wide  to  every 
quarter  of  the  Globe.  It  is  impossible  in  this 
small  brochure  to  give  a  more  detailed  description 
of  these  unfortunate  times,  but  we  trust  that  the 
short  account  given  may  have  proved  interesting.
